U.S, Secretary of War Says it Will

Wash'ngton —A’> request that the 

Panama Canal legislation be split in-

{mmediate passage of other provis- 
fons was made at the house by Sec- 
retary of War Stimson. He informed 
the interstate commerce commission 
that it -will take a year to organize 
an operating organization. f the 
canal. 

Unless funds are {mmediately voted 
for this purpose, Stimson pointed out 
that it might go over for another year 
and’ the canal opening date would find 
the big ditch without a competent 
Operating force. It is also necessary 
Stimson believes, if economy is to be 
effected, for money to be appointed 
at once, for the construction of dry 
docks, so that the machinery now 
being gradually retired in the canal 
building: may be’ utilized in the new 
work.
